That It is some
time ahead 18 certain, Only a few years
ugo the number of strictly stock companles
could be counted on the fingers of thoe hands,
but today there Is not a eity of consequence
{n the country which does not possces one
or more stock companies, They are dally
becoming more popular with managers, pub-
e and the players thomselves.

The abandonment of the oldtime stock
companies was the natural result of the

development of rapld aml cheap communi- |

ention and the comparntively amall number
of peopla who mnde the stage & profession,
There was o demand for the drama In gec-
tlons of the country which the limited num-
ber of people in the profession could not
supply In stock companies. The iron rule
of the so-called theatrical trust |8 as much
responsible for the revival of the stock
companies as anything else, That It is a
distinet loss in some respects cannot be
goinsald.  For the lmited run of a play
by a stock compuany It is manifestly im-
possible to ainge 1t with that elahorateness

One result of the revival of the stock
company s the notable increase in the
yulue of copyrights.

Now, however, plays which
wers congidered valueless as haviog
thelr course are producing thelr owuners a
falr Income without detracting In the least
from the value of the newer productions.

REMAINS OF COLUMBUS,

Genulneness of Those at Havann Dis-
puted hy Anthorities,

The removal of the allezed remains of

Chirirtopher Columbue from the cathedral at

Havana for shipment to Spain revives the

controversy over the burinl place of the
discoverer. Dr. Willlam Shaort of 8t Louls
poptributes to the Globe-Democrat some

Interetiing facts bearing on the subject. He
declares emphaticnlly that the remalns  at
Havana “are not those of Chrigtopher Co-
lumbus,” Then he proceeds to disprove the
Havanr clalm, ar follows:

After the treaty of Basie, in 17805, when
Spain ceded to Franece her part of the
island of St. Domingo, she reserved the
privilege of removing the bones of the il-
lustrious ndmiral from the cathedral there,
where tkey had been since 1535, to Spanish
soll. But when the bones wore broucht
from Seville and placed in the cathedral at
&t. Domingo no monument nor inscription
was made to mark the exact alace where
they were deposiied. Moreau 8t. Mery,
wrlting In 1783, twelve years Lbiefore the time
of the suppossl removal to Havana, says
that “‘their location had become A matter of
absolute doubt and uncertainty.” But
when the transfer was about to take place
o sparch was made by excavating in  the
chaneel of the eathedral about where the
relle was supposed to be. The record states
that they came upon “‘the remalins of some
deceased person.'”” But there was no Insorip-
tion mor anything by which they could be
Identified. The records of the cathedral
were claimed to have been destroyed when
the eoldiers of Drake pillaged the city, over
two centuries ago. #o it was thought there
was no way of arriving at any absolute cor-
talnty.

The remalns of this “deceased person’
were, however, taken to Havana and de-
poslted in the cathedral there with great
pomap and ceremony. For over thres-quar-
ters of a century no question was ralsed as
to these being the veritable remalns of the
great admiral. Waghington Irving accepted
it as a fact, and nearly all our school his-
torles so slate {1,

But in the year 1877 Rev. Canon Bellini,
while mak!ng some alteérations In the chan-
cel of the cathedral at St. Domingo, came
upon i small erypt underneath the tiling of
the chencel floor. Thinking that the And
might nrove of hlgtorie value, In order to
have witnesses to substantiate whatever
might be revealed, before proceeding to
nren the erypi., he sent for the archbishop,
veeral of the state officials and a number of
Jhe forelgn consuls, among which was our
repregscucative, Mr. Poul Jones, After their
arrivel the doors were shut to lieep out the
crowd and the provess of explorntion was
continued. On the removal of the stone 1id
or covir of dho erypt a leaden box was dis-
covered about elghteen Inches long by about
c¢ight and one-half inches deep and wide.
This little box or casket was removed and
found to contein a quantity of dust and
auite a number aof pleces of bones, which
medlenl men readlly (dentified as the bones
of @ man. A small plate lay upon the box
and n couple of serews, which it is supposed
fastencd the plate to a wooden box, which
originally conteloed the coasket, but which
had entlrely rotted aw On one side of
this plete, of sllver, very much tarnished.
